MANAGEMENT 
OF MINES 


AND MINERALS 
IN ALBERTA

The Department of Mines and Min- 
erals has the administration and man- 
agement of all mines, minerals and 
natural resources vested in or belong- 
ing to the Crown in the right of the 
province. 


The Department consists of three ad- 
ministrative and two service divisions. 
Responsibilities of the administrative 
divisions are as follows: 


Mineral Rights Division 
This division is responsible for the 
administration of the disposition of 
sub-surface natural resources held by 
the Crown by lease, _ reservation, 
license, permit or other agreement and 
for collection of fees, rentals, royalties, 
bonuses and other revenue from Crown 
mineral rights. 


Mines Division 


This division is responsible for the 
qdministration and eénforcement of 
rules and _ regulations relating to 
safety and working conditions in mines 
and quarries and also examination and 
certification of personnel. 


Mineral Taxation Division 


This division administers the Mineral — 
Taxation Act which provides for the ~ 
collection of an acreage tax from the 
owners of all freehold mineral rights in 

. the Province. In areas where a mineral 
is being produced a tax is also levied 


on the mineral by assessment according 
to the statute. 


In addition the following Boards re- 


port to the Minister of Mines and Min- 
erals: 


The Petroleum and Natural Gas Con- 
servation Board consists of a chairman 
and two members, with ‘headquarters 
at 514-1lth Avenue West, Calgary. 
The Board administers all matters per- 
taining to drilling production and con- 
servation of oil and gas resources of 


‘the Province. 


The Right of Entry Arbitration Board 


also consists of a chairman and two | 


members with headquarters in the, Land 
Titles Building, Edmonton. When a 
mineral operator is undble to acquire 
the surface necessary for the effectual 
working ‘of the mineral from the 
owner, and occupant where the land 
is occupied, the Board upon application 
by the mineral operator may grant 
right of entry and determine the por- 
tion of the surface rights that may be 
used by,the mineral operator together 
with the compensation payable to the 
surface owner and occupant.

Oppose Present Car Distribution Plan 


In their reports the directors and 
A. T.. Baker, manager, expressed vig- 
orous opposition to the car distribu- 
tion plan now in operation. The 
directors said that a vigorous fight 
had been put up to retain the rights 
of grain producers to deliver their 
grain to the elevator of their choice. 
-But not a great.deal had been ac- 
complished, 

For many years farmers have fought 
for the privilege of selecting the ele- 
vators to which they wanted to de- 
liver their~grain, but whatever has 
-been achieved in the past now seems 
to have been thrown.into the discard. 


‘ Priority Sought for Shippers’ Wishes 


Wheat Pool believes that the wishes 
of the shippers should have priority 
over the handling company, and it 
should not be the prerogative of the 
railways to determine the choice of 
country’ elevator to which the farmer 
must deliver his grain. Many Alberta 
Wheat Pool members have been pre- 
vented from: patronizing Pool eleva- 
tors because of the present car distri- 
bution method and this excludes them 
from enjoying the many advantages 
-by’ patronizing Pool elevators, 


Saved Canada From Farm Depression 


In the directors’ report, reference 
is made to the Wheat Board method 
of marketing and the measure of 
security it has given to producers. 
Production of all grains in the prairie 
provinces averaged around 1,200,000,- 
000 bushels in the three years 1951 
to 1953, of which wheat production 
averaged 592 million bushels, 

Under the open market system. such 
a huge volume of production would 
certainly have brought about a price 
collapse, particularly in view of heavy 
production in other wheat exporting 
countries, The-Wheat Board has saved 
Canada from an agricultural depres- 
sion, 


IWA Is Commended 


The International Wheat Agree- 
ment came in for commendation, the 
claim being -made that through its 
operations, friendly associations with 
wheat importing nations have been

Patronage Dividends $2,233,465 


Last Friday afternoon, at the annual 
meeting of Alberta Wheat Pool dele- 
gates in Calgary it was decided to: 
distribute patronage dividends to the 
value of $2,233,465 on members’ de- 
liveries to Pool elevators in the 1953- 
54 crop year. Of this total $601,389 - 
will be in cash and the balance of 
$1,632,096 will be in reserve credits, 
with which rests the ownership of this 
farm co-operative. 

This distribution will provide for 
the largest patronage dividend in 
the history of the organization— 
5.2 cents a bushel for wheat and 
flax and 2.6 cents for oats, barley 
and rye.

The provision of technical aid to under- 
developed lands is at once.a duty and a neces- 
sity.

.man who has lost his toupee. But how much 


was the false twitch to affect judgment when 
efficiency as a milk producer was the basic 
issue? The awards speak for themselves. 


Yet were the aesthetic and the functional 
genuinely in conflict? “What is the aesthetic 
standard? Is a beautiful cow one with a fine 
twitch, or one which gives unstintingly of her 
abundance? What’s a cow for? If itis agreed 
that a cow exists not so much as a decoration 
as to supply food, the verdict is clear. It 
doesn’t matter if the twitch is false, provided 
the udders are real. An efficient cow is pleas- 
ing because it fulfi#ts it function well. Arch- 
itects and town planners, learning this lesson, 
during the present century, have been desig 
ing buildings and cities containing less ginger- 
bread and more light and air. Rockwood

ing boards in Alberta sought by the Alberta Fed- 
eration. of Agriculture. This statement was ‘made 
by Bert Hargrave of Walsh, president of W.8.G.A., 
during a special meeting at Irvine, sponsored by 
the FUA Local to discuss such marketing boards. 


Plan Is Outlined 


Roy C. Marler of Clover Bar, 
president of the agricultural 
federation, and K. V. Kapler of 
Strome, vice-president, were 
the special speakers. They 
outlined in detail the enabling 
legislation sought, that. such 
boards would only be set up 
where a majority of producers 
of one specific commodity 
sought such control; that pro- 
ducers themselves would be 
solely responsible for market- 
ing procedure’ under the 
boards, and that no one group 
of producers would be com- 
pelled to organize such a board 
unless they voluntarily decid- 
ed on the move themselves. ~ 


Basis of Press Criticism 


In the discussion period fol- 
lowing the addresses Mr. Har- 
grave said that any press com- 
ments and criticisms stemming 
from the cattle producers’ 
group were based on marketing 
legislation of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba “‘which contains 
an element of compulsion with 
which cattlemen are concern- 

ed.” 

“The Alberta Jegislation as 
outlined here tonight is reas- 
onable for the benefit of cer- 
tain lines of producers. There 
are many products which 
could be very well handled 
by such a producer market- 
ing board, such as .eggs, 

* poultry, honey and the like.

¥ legislation sought in Alberta. I do 
‘not say, however, that we will go out 
and promote it. When it comes to 
cattle we have very serious concern 
over the prospect of any compulsory 
action, either from small or large pro- 
ducers. This concern is based on 
programs shaping up in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. There they employ 
compulsion. They do say how many 
head a cattleman may run under cer- 
tain marketing conditions, how many 
cattle he may sell, and what price he 
is to get. 

“Control of marketing in respect to 
numbers could be very serious, be- 
cause our toughest problem is that of 
storage. You can’t store cattle. In 
the fall when they are ready to mar- 
ket they have to be marketed, al- 
though I realize you can store.or 
can beef but that is an expensive 
process.” 


Appreciates Co-operative Attitude 


In reply Mr. Marler said he appre- 
ciated the competent statement and 
co-operative attitude taken by Mr. 
Hargrave. He said that when legisla- 
tion is enacted in Alberta the respon- 
sibility to form boards rests solely on 
producers of certain products. 


“We do not envision the use of 
compulsion as feared,’ added Mr. 
Marler. “Our full intent is to have 
responsibility rest with the pro- 
ducers.” 


Some Features to Meet Emergencies 


Mr. Kapler explained that the. pro- 
hibitive feature of some marketing 
legislation was aimed,¢he believed, at 
directing products into a given market 
to meet an emergency situation, 
rather than to compel producers to 
sell their produce at a specific time, 
or to hold back. He also said that 
storage of meat products was not 
new, and that such facilities were 
being expanded. 


Not a Vote Against 


Some 60 farmers and ranchers of 
the Irvine district attended the ses- 
sion, and in a straw vote at the con- 
clusion. the great majority voted in 
favor of the proposed legislation; with 
some abstaining, pnd none voting 
against. 

Similar meetings are being held in 
Rolling Hills and Brooks to bring to 
45 the number of such constituency 
rallies held by the federation in the 
past month. 

Mr. Marler said that ‘at every meet- 
ing a majority ‘‘voted”’ in favor of 
the marketing legislation. He antici- 
pated that this would be presented 
at the next sitting of the legislature. 

The Irvine meeting was chairman- 
ed by Anders Anderson, local director 
of the FUA, while members were wel- 
comed by Ted Maser. 


Much Misunderstanding 


In his. opening remarks Mr. Marler 
said that a great deal of misunder- 
standing existed as to what the Al- 
berta Federation of Agriculture 
sought in the way of marketing legis- 
lation. 

“We do not seek or want govern- 
ment control,” declared the speaker. 
“We simply. ask enabling legislation 
to permit us to set up producer mar- 
keting boards, which would be fully 
controlled by’ the producers affected. 


Double Benefit Is Aim 
“Our aim is to improve the lot of 


agriculture; to get away from wide | 


fluctuations up or down of prices, thus 
benefitting both producers and: con- 
sumers, . 

“The idea is not new. It has been 
in force in British Columbia for 20 
years to handle the marketing of tree 
fruits, and covering vegetables the 
past 16 years. Most other provinces, 
except Alberta and Quebec, have such 
marketing legislation. We have been 
seeking it in Alberta since the federal 
government ended wartime cohtrols 
in 1949.” 


Farmers Need Sense of Security _ 
' “Markets and prices are our first 


@ 


At a time when marketing 
legislation and _ producer 
marketing boards are under 
discussion throughout rural 
Alberta, and rural people 
are giving expression to their 
strong desire for workable 
legislation, the co-operative 
attitude of the President of 
the Western Stock Growers’ 
Association is especially 
gratifying. The position of 
that Association is set forth 
by Mr. Hargrave in the re- 
port, originally published in 
The Medicine Hat News of 
November 12th, which is 
given in full on this page. 


problems, and marketing* boards are 
essential to stabilize not only prices, 


but also production, Alberta farmers 
are efficient and good producers, but 
they need a sense of security so that 
they can conduct operations on a 
long-term. basis.” 

Mr. Kapler said there would be a 
separate board for each commodity, 
with producers themselves devising 
the plan, naming the board, and 
directing its marketing policies. 

The board does not touch the phys- 
ical handling of the commodity he 
added, just controlling marketing ele- 
ments. With open marketing the 
farmers do not have any say on price 
and market conditions. 

Supply and Demand Would Operate 

Risk and speculation are removed 
from operations under a marketing 
board, continued the speaker, “and 
our enterprise is conducted in the

same manner as any big industrial 
enterprise. All private firms set their 
own selling prices of their goods; 
surely the farmers should be entitled 
to set the selling price of their pro- 
ducts. Supply and demand would 
work on its same principle under a 
board as it does now in se mar- 
kets.” 

Establishment of a board would 


control .all commodities of a certain 


type; it would eliminate price cutting, 
and loss selling in periods of surplus 
production. The act has great author- 
ity, said Mr. Marler, “but any board 
set up would only use limited author- 
ity to carry out what its member 
producers want done.”

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' year ago in this special column I wrote about the “War 
on World Poverty”, basing my article on a book with 
this title, by Harold Wilson, President of the Board 


of Trade in the last Labor Government. 


I have just been re- 


reading the article (and to me it reads quite fresh and vital) 
and. asking myself whether we have made any progress in this 


war against hunger, 


I think we have, but it is 
a very difficult question to 
answer. There can be no final 
answer, because it is, among 
other things a race between 
population increase and food 
production. 


The Long Term View 

We are inclined to take the 
short view in discussing this 
question. It is an immediate 
and urgent problem. People 
are dying of starvation now, 
but there is alse a long term 
view, and it is stated soberly 
and with impressive document- 
ation by Harrison Brown in his 
new book, Challenge of Man’s 
Future (Viking Press, $3.75). 
Harrison Brown is a brilliant 
young ‘Yeochemist, presently 
lecturing in the California In- 
stitute of technology, Pasa- 
dena. -He is only 37. 


“Toynbee” of Scientific World 

I can best describe this book by 
saying that the author is the Arnold 
Toynbee of the scientific world, tak- 
ing a peep at the long future of the 
human race, of the rise and fall of 
civilizations in the long ‘centuries to 
come, (Arnold Toynbee’s last four 
volumes of his amazing Study of His- 
tory represent the publishing event 
of the year, In this great work, Toyn- 
bee has analysed the rise and fall of 
the great civilizations of the past and 
present, and made some forays into 
the future.) 

In his book, Harrison Brown weighs 
the food, population, energy, and ma- 
terial factors over the next 100 years 
and the centuries that follow. He 
writes as a scientist, deeply concern- 
ed over the future of the human race, 
Is it marching blindly into the future, 
or is it disposed to, or able to, chart 
and plan its own future? 


Growth of World’s Population 
~ From all the available evidence as 
studied by population experts, world 
population will increase from its pre- 
sent estimated total of 2,400,000,000 


-to 3,400,000,000 -in 1975, and will 


nearly treble, to 7,000,000,000 in the 


‘next 100 years, always provided we 


do not blow ourselves to bits in a 
suicidal atomic war. 


Possibilities of Food Production 

Yet Brown is optimistic about our 
ability to feed this enormous popu- 
lation if scientific possibilities are de- 
veloped to the full, He explores all 
the methods of increasing food pro- 
duction, including the cultivation of 
algae in sea water, Algae have a high 
protein content, But he believes that 
world population must eventually be 
Stabilized by the use of contraceptives 
and other conttols, -.Whether this is 
possible is a big question, The al- 
ternatives are Malthusian — war, fa- 
mine and pestilence, ; 

This is a baffling book to review. 
I shall only touch on some of the 
highlights, Perhaps the most interest- 
ing thesis he propounds is the possi- 


~ 


bility, if not probability, that owing 
to atomic wars, or exhaustion of re- 
sources or ovérpopulation, our world 
may become once again a - purely 
agrarian society, He contends that 
once our advanced technology, such 
as exists today in the U.S., is de- 
stroyed, it can never be recreated. 

Materials — A Rather Gloomy Picture 

The recently published Paley’s Re- 
port of the Materials Policy Commis- 
sion painted a rather gloomy picture 
of raw material resoures of the U.S. 
and their future availability. Author 
Brown has leaned heavily on this 
Report, 

To put it concisely, almost all the 
principal metals are ‘limited in quan- 
tity on a world basis, and in course 
of time will become exhausted, and 
this is true of other non-metallic ma- 
terials essential to an advanced tech- 
nology, 

The richer deposits of iron ore in 
the US are nearing exhaustion, and 
she is now importing heavily from 
Canada and South America, Copper 
deposits in the US are also nearing 
exhaustion, The US is a heavy im- 
porter of copper, and world supplies 
appear inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements of a world now embarked 
on a rapid industrialization, 

Inexhaustible Source Will Remain 

The author, however, is hopeful of 
our being able to find other ample 
sources of raw materials, Extremely 
interesting is his picture of the raw 
materials available in a ton of granite 
or igneous rock, When all the readily 
extfactable metals and elements 
necessary to a technological society 
such as ours are exhausted, the rocks 
of the earth’s crust remain as an in- 
exhaustible source of the most essen- 
tial materials, though the cost of ex- 
traction and the energy, in horse- 
power, required for the task will be 
formidable obstacles, 

For example, 100 tons of average 
igneous rock contain, and I quote: 
“8 tons of aluminum, 5 tons of iron, 
1200 lbs. of titanium, 180 lbs, of 


.manganese, 70 lbs. of chromium, 40 


lbs. of nickel, 30 lbs. of vanadium, 
20 lbs, of copper, 10 lbs, of tungsten, 
and 4 lbs, of lead.” Also 1 ton of 
rock contains “about 4 parts per mil- 
lion of uranium and 12 parts per mil- 
lion of thorium.” These are the ma- 
terials for an atomic power plant, and 
minute as these amounts are, if they 
could be extracted they would be 
equivalent in energy to about 50 tons 
of coal, 

‘Again says Harrison Brown, and I 
quote: “the basic raw materials of the 
future will be air, sea water, igneous 
rock, limestone, phosphate rock, and 
sunlight, All the ingredients essential 
to a highly-industrialized society are 
present in the combination of these 
substances,” During the last war for 
example, large. quantities of,mag- 
nesium were extracted from sea water 
by the US. 

Useless Unless We Can Find Energy 

But all his storehouse of raw ma- 
terials will be useless unless we can 
find the energy or horsepower with 
which to process them. Our main 
sources of pOwer now are coal, oil, 
gas and water power, The author 
foresees the early exhaustion of coal, 
oil and gas, though the coal miner

going to attempt to define it, 
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will have his day as key worker, : 

In the US about 70 per cent of a 
available hydroelectric power is now 
being utilized, Full utilization would 
provide little more than 2 per cent 
of present energy requirements, (In 
Ontario available hydroelectric power 
will be almost fully utilized, once St. 
Lawrence River power is harnessed.) 

The author explores every addition- 
al source of energy, vegetation, sun- 
light, tides, wind andgatomic power. 
He is moderately, optimistic about the 
use of atomic power, but there are 
a good many “ifs” involved, Fission- 
able material may be exhaustible, 
and the safe disposal of radioactive 
materials presents great difficulties. 
The author also foresees extensive 
use of solar power in areas like Ari- 
zona, It must be remembered that 
Our energy requirements the world 
over are increasing at an ever accel- 
erating rate, 


Some Conclusions pose 
- What are some of the implications 9 
of this surprising analysis, which I 
personally have found rather fascin- 
ating? What I am saying now is: 
partly my own thought and partly 
the author’s, 

Surely it is clear that an atomic - 
age.«means that the nations of the 
world must learn to co-operate or 
die. And this means ultimately 
some kind of world government, a 
greatly strengthened United Na- 
tions. And: it means planning on a 
world scale. 
Conservation an Ethical Imperative 
These precious raw materials must 

be conserved and wisely used and 
shared, There is colossal waste on 


this continent, The Atlantic Charter 


promised EQUAL access to raw mater- 
ials to all nations, Conservation is an 
ethical imperative. binding on us all. 
Our soil is, after all, our richest re- 
source, We should tend it with loving 
care, And there will never be too 
much food in the world. Someday we 
shall learn to use it wisely and share 
it with all mankind, These are some 
of the challenges which confront us 
and all men both now and in coming 
days,

Dark Fruit Cake: 1-1/2 cups butter, 
2 cups dark brown sugar, eight eggs;

Pre- 
pare 2 Ibs, currants and 3 lbs, raisins, 
1/2 ib. citron peel,,1/2 lb. almonds 
(blanched and slivefd) ; coat with a 
little of the flour mixture, then com- 
bine all, adding a wineglass of brandy 
(says the recipe, over a hundred years 
old); or fruit juice. “3 

Butter-baked Turkey: Remove the 
crusts from 2 large, stale loaves; 
cube, and toast in oven, Saute 1/2 
cup minced onion in 4 tbs, butter; add 
bread, with 1/2 tsp. pepper, 1/2 tsp. 
salt, 1 tsp. poultry_seasoning, and 
3/4 lb, melted butter. (Enough for 16 
Ib. turkey). Stuff and truss turkey; 
dip moist cheesecloth in melted butter 
and cover turkey with it; as it roasts, 
frequently bile ps the cloth with more 
melted butter"(about a pound will be 
required.) For a turkey this size, 
roasting time will be 4 to 4-1/2 hours. 

Corn and Ham Scallop: Melt 4 tbs. 
butter, add 3 tbs, each diced onion 
and green pepper, and cook clowly 
over direct heat 5 minutes; add 4 
tbs, flour, 1/2 tsp. salt, and 1-1/2 
cups evaporated milk, stirring until 
thickened; then add 1-can cream- 
style corn and 2 cups diced cooked 
ham, pour into casserole and bake in 
hot oven 15-20 minutes, 


Shortbread: Cream 1 cup butter, 
add 1/2 cup fruit sugar, then 2 cups 
flour and 1/4 tsp. salt, Turn out on 
baking board, and add more flour 
until mixture “cracks.” Roll into 2 
rounds, 6 inches across and half an 
inch thick; cut each into 8- wedge-

Complete Marketing Board Meetings

There are indications of a stronger 
world demand for wheat this year 
than in the past year, George Mcivor, 
chief commissioner of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, told the annual meeting 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool in Calgary 


earlier this week. Europe had a 
soméwhat smaller crop than last year 
but what was more important, the 
crop was generally of low quality due 
to the heavy’ rains experienced dur- 
ing the harvest season. There is 
now a rush to get the grain of high 
moisture content into the mills be- 


fore it deteriorates and this has the t 


effect of slowing 


import needs to 
date. 


Once the domestic crop has 


been taken care of, Mr. Mclvor ex- 


pects to see an increase in buying. 
There is likely to be keen compe- 
tition for markets from South America 
and Australia this year but much less 
from such countries as Turkey and 
Sweden which unexpectedly turned 
out to be fairly substantial exporters 
last year. . 


In Southern Hemisphere 


Conditions in Argentina point to a 
crop at least as large as last year’s 
outturn of 220 million bushels. In 
Australia conditions have not been 
so favorable as drought has persisted 
in most regions and latest estimates 
place production at around 150 million 
bushtls compared with the 200 million 
a year ago. 


The poor quality crop may be par- 


ticularly important from the Canadian ° 


standpoint since, in order to utilize 
the large volume of low grade grain 
produced domestically, Europe, millers 
may be forced to’add a greater vol- 
ume of the high quality high protein 
wheat from Canada than would norm- 
ally be the case. A report from the 
Netherlands states that millers there 
must use at least 35-per cent of do- 
mestic grain in their grist with the 
result that purchases from Canada 
are expected to be fairly heavy. 


World Demand Still Large 


Mr. Mclvor pointed out to delegates 
that while the world: demand for 
wheat declined in 1953-54 it was still 


- large — well over 800 million bushels. 


When allowance was made for con- 
sumption of relatively large wheat 
crops in importing countries and a 
sharp reduction in reserve stocks of 
imported wheat carried‘in some coyh- 
tries, it is apparent that 1953-54 was 
a year of large consumption and did 
not indicate any lessening in the use 
of wheat as a staple food product. ©

ward end of beak). These veins lie just at the base of the 
skull and when properly cut'bird will bleed freely. Cutting 
too far back will cause clots to form in neck. Cutting too 
far forward without striking the vein, will not enable you to 
get proper bleeding. 


BRAINING — Immediately after bleeding it is necessary 
to pierce the brain of the bird to cause feather muscles to relax 
so feathers can be removed without tearing the skin. To brain 
a bird insert the knife in the centre of the groove in the mouth. 
Point the blade toward the top of the head. Press on the knife 
until the point enters brain cavity causing bird to shudder. 
Care should be taken in this operation. 


Proper braining consists of piercing the brain so that the 
bird is only paralyzed and feathers can then be removed with- 
yut difficulty. If you kill the bird when braining this will cause 
feathers to ‘set’ so ener cannot be removed easily or without 
tearing the skin. 


REMOVING FEATHERS — After the bird has been bled 
and brained, start picking by removing the large tail feathers 
with a twist and then pull the large feathers from the wings. 
Birds that are allowed to become cold will be very difficult to 
pick. In removing feathers do not pull against the grain of the 
skin. Remove all feathers including wing and tail feathers, 
and all pin feathers that detract from the appearance of the

COOLING — Birds should be chilléd for ietie ee hours 
before packing and the temperature of the room in-which they 
are chilled should be around 32 tg35 degrees, Do not pile birds 
while being cooled. Keep them spread out so air can get around 
them. Birds should not be allowed to freeze as they have to 
be thawed before they can be packed for the market, and this 
not only hurts the appearance of the bird, but a bird that has 
been frozen and thawed will, in many cases, not hold up:long 
enough to reach the market in good condition. gz) 


PACKING — When birds have been properly chilled, wrap 
heads in Clean paper and pack in clean boxes or barrels after
